DISCOURSE ON FUTURE PUNISH-

(Continued. ) 

3. It is further evident tleet the word 
everlasting means strictly without end, 
because it 1s used at the day of judg- 
ment toexpress the duration of pnnish- 
ment. without any note of time to limit 
its significagion. ‘Then the scenes of 
time shall all be chsed. then the 
scheme of God, with respect to man- 
kind, shall be finished, the mediatorial 
kingdom given up te the Father, and 
the states of all mankind uvalteranly 
fixed. Then he that is holy shall 
be holy still, and he that is fiithy shail 
be filthy sull.” The wicked shall then 
lo k forward to eternity, ast@ an un- 
bounded sea, without the least mtima- 
tion on which thought can light or hope 
resi, thot their punishment will ever 
come to an end. On this account it Is, 
that the sentence passed at that time, 
is _y the apostle called eternal yudgment, 
Heb vi. 2. 

4. Aganist this sense of the words 
for ever, everiasting, &c, | know of 
but ane objection that has any weight 
in it, and that = taken {rom the appli 
calion of these words, in several pi.c- 
e*, to temporal things. Hat this objec 
tion will be found to have little weight 
in it, when itis observed that a word 
meaning strictly without end, may be 
accommocated to temporal things, and 
used (6 express an unkuown period, 
‘either longer or shorter.” But & 
these words mean any thing less than 
endless duration, they canant be appit- 
ed to eternal things, because they can- 


‘not express them ‘Besides, we have 


an imftallible rale fo determine the 
meaning of these words when applied 
to different things. The apostie tells 
us, that * the things which are seen 
are temporal, but the things which are 
not seen are eternal,’ 2 Cor tv. 18.— 
Here we are taught that the things— 
all things without exception, which are 
not seen—which are spiritual, belonging 
to the fuiere state, are eternal : and 
this must mean’ éefernal in. the strict 
sense of the word, because they are op- 
posed to the things which are temporal. 
How dangerous, then, must that hope 
be which rests ‘on no other’ foundation 
than the supposition that the future 
punishment will ceme to an end, because 
these words are someiunes accomme- 
dated to termporal things ! 

5. Another argament for the ever- 
lasting punishment ‘of the wicked, is 
taken from two considerations, the first 
of which is, that sin deserves such a 
punishment ; the secund, that God mill 
render to the smner his due. Con- 
cerning the latter of these points there 
can be no dispute with those who be- 
lieve the, word of God; for it is there- 
in declared, and that repeatedly, that 
“God will render toevery man accord- 
ing to their deetis, whether they be 
good or bad.” This even the assert- 
ers of Universal, Salvation do not dis- 
pute, But then some of them say 
that this is done in’ the present life— 
The* absurdity of this,’ however,. we 
have shown by the arguments which 
prove the certainty of future punish- 


ment.’, Others teach that the finally 


impenitent shall’ receive, in a future 
state, all that their ‘crimes deserve, 


and then shall be saved. But thissen- 


timent js €ncumbered with many difh- 
culties. Fer thie would be salvation 
without pardon and without grace.— 
Most certainly He who suffers all the 
puoishments he deserves is entitled ‘to 
his salvation upon the scor@ of justice 
and equity, and is in no degree béhol- 
den to the grace of God fur it, Oth- 
ers again hold that the future state is a 
state of probation, and that the punish- 
ment of the wicked will produce re- 
pentance, and terminate ip their mor. 
al purification and salvatidn., It seems 
to be essential te all these different 
schemes to maintain that neither sin, 


“ 














nor the punishment of ein, is in any 
sense infinite. If, therefore, it can 
be shown that sin is an evil of that 
kind that deseryes everlas' ing pumsh- 
ment, and that it shali be panishe® o# 
it deserves, it will clearly follow that 
the future punishment will be everiast- 
ing.

SERMON ON ISAIAH, Lzii. 1, 
(Continued. ) 


II. We are ‘o consider the manner in 
which the watchmen are to exert’ hem- 
selves to promote the interests and praiper 
ty ef Zion. 

1. The language of the text leads us to 
the supposition that they have a just dscov- 
ery oj the states of those who are at ease in 
Zion, and whose cases have been referred 
to. They see them generally to be in a 
dangerous state, crying peace, peace, when 
God hath not spoken peace. They ire ac- 
cust. med to Consider the states of thi wick- 
ed, of every description, that they maj adapt 
to them the wora of truth. They knew that 
although there are shades of difference iu 
their characters, these are but the fnts ot 
the spots of the leopard, and the shides of 
the Ethiopian stain. Being destitute of the 
love of God shed abroaa in their bearts, they 
do not love him, nor delight in his ways.— 
The more safe and secure they fee) them- 
selves, the more deeply concerned is the 
faithfal watchman for their welfare. Ue, 
therefore, sees, and feels the nece:sity of 
addresting such faithfully, if peradventure 
he may deliver them out of the snare of the 
devil, by whom they are held in captivity 
ana willing bondage. Having heard the 
declarations of the lord concerving them, he 
cafinet rest without giving the warnmg, 
when he hears the trumpet of alarm, and 
sees the sword of justice unsheathed and 
furbished. He has seen the ro!) of lamenta- 
tion, mourning, and wo, spread open before 
his face, and his bowels are filled with com- 
passion for the souls of the people of his 
charge. He hath heard the word of the Lord 
saying unto him, Son of man, I have maie 
thee a watchman unto the house of Israri; 
therefore hear the word at my mouth, and 
give them warning from me. 

2. The manner in which this should be 
done seems to be expressed in the words of 
the text. ‘For Zion’s sake [ will not bold 
my peace, and for jrrusalem’s sake | will 
not rest.” This implies that they wiil warn, 
and arouse, and awaken; that. they will en- 
courage and instruct according to the vari- 
ous states and conditions of those around 
them. 

When the wicked are addressed, it must 
be in the language of inspiration. Jf it is 
to awaken them, such solemn declaratioas 
as these must be announced: —God is angry 
with"the wicked every day. If he turn not, 
he will whet hie sword, he hath bent his 
bow and made it ready. The wicked shall 
be turned inco hell, with all the nations that 


‘forget God. Upon the wicked be shall rain 


snares, fire and brimstone, and an bortible 
tempest: this shall be the portion of their 
cup. Wo be to the wicked, it shall be ill 
with him, for the reward of his hands shall 
be given him. The wicked are driven away 
in their wickedness ; but the righteous hath 
hope’in his death. Ifit is to warn them to 
flee the wrath to come, it is such language 
as the following :—Let the wicked formake 
his way, and the unrighteous man bis 
thoughts, let him turn unto the Lard, and 
he will have ‘mercy upon him, and to our 
God, for be will abandantly pardon him.— 
Flee ye to the strong hold, ye prisoners of 
hope; for to-day do f dcciare I will render 
double unto you. Seek ye the Lord while 
he may be found, and call yeupon him while 
he is near. ‘ 
" Does he see any inquiring the way to Zion, 
with their faces thitherward—he exhorts 
them to stand inthe ways and*see, where are 
the old paths, and walk therein, and ye shall 
find’ rest t6 your souls. Hé sets up the en- 
sign to gather the outcasts of Israel, and the 
dispetsed of Judah. He lifts up the banner 
upon the high mountain, and exalts his 
voice, saying, unto you, © men, I call, and 
my voice is uato the rons of men. He saith 
to Zion, behold thy God cometh, he is thy 
salvation, behold his reward is with him; and 
his: work before him. ‘ 

To those who are following afier right- 


ougness he saith—seek ye the Lord; look 


unto the rock whence ye were hewn, and 
to the hole of the pit whence ye were dig- 
ged. Harken unto me my people, and give 
ear unto me O my nation ; for a law shall 
proceed from me, and | wil! make my judg- 
ment to rest for a light to the people. 

Does he behold them sluggish and back- 
ward, he cries with vehememence to them- 
awake, awake, arise and shake thyself from 


the dast, and loose thyself from the bands of 
thy neck. 

If they are huagering and thirsting after 
righteousness, he cries, Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters; and he 
that bath no money, come ye, buy wine and 
milk, without money, and without price ! 
Wheretore do ye spend vour money for that 
which is not bread, and your labour for that 
which eatisfieth not? Harken diligently unto 
me, and eat ye that which is good, and let 
your soul delight itself in fatness. 

In short, be cau adopt the language of in- 
spiration, and say, the spirit of the Lord 
God is upon me; because he bath anointed 
me to preach glad tidings ‘to the meek ; he 
hath sent me to bind up the broken-hearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison to them that are bound; 
to proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, 
and the day of vengeafice of our God; and 
to comfort al that mourn. He therefore calls 
on Zion to arise and shine, for thy light is 
come, and the glory of the Lord is risen upon 
thee. 

3. The language of the text implies a contin. 
uance of this labour until the work is accom- 
plished. ‘“* For Zion’s sake | will not hold 
my peace, andwfor Jerusalem’s sake I will 
net rest.” ow can they rest when the 
word of the Lerd is as fire shut up in their 
bones. It is true they have given \he warn- 
ing, but the danger is not passed. Sinners 
have been called batthey have not obeyed. 
Therefore the watchman must still Jift up his 
voice like a trumpet, and show the sinner 
his transgressions, and strive to convince 
him of his sins. He calls after him again, 
saying, turu ye, tarn ye trom your evil ways, 
for why will ye die! Is there no balm in Gil- 
ead? Isthere no physician there? why then 
is wot the health of the daughter of my peo- 
ple recovered ? 

O sinners, you must not wonder if the 
Lord’s servants urge and repeat their warn- 
ings and calls to you trom sabbath te sab- 
bath. How cam they rest, while they see 
you going on in the ways of disobedience ? 
How ‘an they bold their peace when your 
souls are exposed to ruin? So Jong as you 
are disobedient you must expect to be re- 
proved. So long as yon are careless, and 
trifling, and unconcerned, you must expect 
tobe warned So long as the self-righteous 
are crying peace, peace, when God hath not 
spoken peace, you must depend en hearing 
the watchman crying, there is no peace to 
th. wicked, saith my God. Ef they still con- 
tinue tepid, and jakewarm, and divided be- 
tween God and the world, between duty 
and pleasure, they are constrained to cry 
out, how long halt ye between two opiniens ; 
if the Lord be Ged, serve him; if Baal, serve 
him. Behold I will lay judgment to the 
line and righteousness to the plummet, and 
the hail shall sweep away the refuges of lies, 
and the waters shall overflow the hiding 
places. They will not rest, they will not 
be silent, while you remain in your sine, ex- 
posed to ruin, and careless about your souls. 

4. This language also implies that they 
will cry incessantly to God in prayer for siu- 
ners—that he would awaken aud turn them 
from their sins—that he would remember 
and visit Zion, and turn a pure langaage 
upon her, that she may arise and shine, and 
become a name and a praise in the whole 
earth. ‘+ For Zion’ssake ! will net hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will not 
rest, until the righteousness thereof go forth 
as brightness, and the salvation thereof as 
asa lamp that burneth.”. They will give 
him no rest, till he establish, till ho make 
Jerusalem a praise. 

The faithful watchman feels as did Moses, 
when he was pleading for Israel. How did 
he azgonize with God for their pardon—ior 
the presence of the Lord te go with them; 
Biot my name from thy deal: which thou hast 
written, if thou wilt not forgive their sin — 
Let us not go up hence unless theu go with 
us. Paul was not less ardent in his desre 
for the salvation of his countrymen, My 
heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel 
is, that they may be saved. Nor was 
‘Jeremih less iupressed with the same sen- 
timent. O that my head were waters, and 
my eyes a fountain of tears, that I might 
fweep night and day jor the slain of the 
} daughter of my people. 

The Lord oftentimes lays on the souls of his 
setvantsa weight of concern for Zion’s pros- 
pority—They cannot with indifference be- 
hold the breaches made by error and division. 
‘They’ Cannot behold with indifference the 
lukewarniness and stupidity of professors 
They cannot but feel grieved to see so little 
concern for the honour ef God. They can- 
not but lament the want of purity, spiritualj- 
ty, and conformity to Christ. —It is from the 


abundance of the heart the mouth speaks. ° 


Their hearts are at times ready to burst with 
the weight of oppressien which les upon 
them. It is to God only they can fly at such 
times. “They plead the honour of his holy 
name- They plead the blood, and metits, 





the infinite value of immortal souls. They 
plead the compassion, and grace, and faith- 


and pencnness of Christ. They plead © 
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fulness, and truth ef God. They wil! not 
rest or hold their peace, while the patience, 
and long-suffering, and forbearance of God 
continues. 
Could sinners bat witness the wrestlings, 
aings, and ardent pléadiags vf the 
Lord’s servants for them, they would not 
wonder that they are so earnest when they 
plead with them. Having plead with God 
in their behalf, having steeped the good seed 
of the word in prayer and supplication, they 
come to implant itin their hearts, by close 
appeals to the conscience, by pungent appli- 
cations to the hearts, and by the faithful 
declarations of the word, as they receive it 
from the lips’ oftrnth. [ti thus they 
labour for Zion s good. They have a dis- 
covery of the states of those who are in Zi- 
on; they are affected with a view of their 
condition, and are concerned for them, which 
leads them to alarm the sinners, to instruct, 
encourage and urge (hem—to plead for them, 
and to repeat and continue these exercises, 
in a faithful, zealous and unremitting man- 
ner, in the hope and expectatio# fhat the 
great Head of the church will. - their 
labors witty his blessing. rt ea

Voice from the Grave. 
> : = 
(MEMOIR OF MR. JOHN COBB: 
‘* Who, being dead, yet speaketh.” 
Died, at Mansfield, Mass. August 30, 1823, 
Mr. Jon Cos, in the 24th year of his age. 
This amiable young man was one of those 
who possess qualities to endear them, not 
only to their relations; but to all who have 
the pleasure of an acquaintance with them. 
When about 16 years of age, his miad was 
led to seek an interest in Christ, which he 
soon professed to have found ; and Dec. 17, 
1815, he was admitted on trial in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and retained hi. 
membership in that church as long as he lived. 
After he commenced his christian course, tie’: 
freqaently exhorted and prayed in seligious 
meetings, and manifested an ardent love to 
God, and a desire that others might share 
with him the pleasures of juvenile piety.— 
February 9, 1823, he was taken sick, and his 
symptoms seon put on the appearance of a 
fatal consumption. Throughout his long ill- 
ness, he was a pattern of christian patience 
and resignation ; and he died gloriously tri- 
umphant over the last enemy, rejoicing in 
the full assurance of eternal gl 
We shali be less particular in this memoir 
of our departed friend, that we may have 
room.to insert an Address, dictated by him 
some time before his death, which, by his re- 
quest was read at his funeral :—also, a Hymn, 
which he wished to have read on the same 
occasion.

FELLOW-YOUTH, bound te the judg-

But hark !' what do’l hear? I think I bear 
the faotstepe of some messenger. Who art 
thea? Alas! ie is sickness, pining sickness, 
accompanied by the monster that travels 
through town amd country, destroying his 
thousands. Hisname is DEATH, Alas! 
my expectations of long life, and fond hopes 
of happiness in. this. world—where are they 
now? Blasted. asin a moment, As the dew 
before the sun, or the beauty of the flowers 
which are nipped by the frost, they are 
gone. But shall I murmur, or revine at 
these afflictions? Nay; but! will bless God, 
that although Death is commissioned’to de- 
stroy the bedy; it carnot destroy the soul. 

Many have been the seasons, fellow-youth, 
in which we met and aseociated together; 
many a time we have been called together, 
on occasions perhaps like this to you, to p»y 





our last respects to our youthfal friends. 
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But how changedis my state! Heretofore, 
I have been one among you, to gaze upon 
the mournful spectacles of mortality pre- 
sented to our view-; but now, my own body 
is presented for you to behold for the last 
time.

Indeed, 
their whole policy and plan of operatioris are, 
and ever have been, founded on the missiona- 
ty system. Their preachers have not wait- 
ed to-be ealled and sent by men; they have 
gone forth “ into all the world,” to “ preach 
the gospel to every-creature” that they could 
find willing to hear. And He who promised 
to be with his servants atways, has abun- 
dantly blessed their labours. 

The Methodists in England haye, besides 
their circuit and local preachers, upwards of 
one hundred and seventy missionaries, scat 
tered over Europe, Asia, the South Sea 
Islands, and the British dominions in North- 
America and the West-India Islands ; and 
they are now about to establish a Mission 
at Jerusalem.— We intend hereafter to pub- 
lish in the Herald an account of these Mis- 
sions, together with the names of the Mis- 
sionaries at the several stations.

LATEST FROM SPAIN. 

By the latest arrival, we learn that the 
Freuch troops in the vicinity of Cadiz 
were preparing for a general attack on that 
city. They had taken possession of the Tro- 
cadero, opposite Cadiz, and according to the 
French accounts, had captured 900 men and 


50 pieces of cannon. 

‘he French troops enterad Malaga on the 
ath of September ; Gen. Riego and his troops 
having left it the night before, carrying with 
him a large sum of money and church plate 
melted down, 

The Editor of the Daily Advertiser has 
been favoured with the following extract of 
aletter from an intelligent gentlewan in 
Spain, to his fiend in this town, dated Mala- 
ga, Sept. 20. ; 

‘+ ] am sorry to say that the war wears now 
more than ever the character of a civil war, 
as the forces of the Freach are not adequate 
to their views. Gen Riego left this place 
with 4 or 5000 meu on the 3d for the interjor, 
and aithough the French and Spanish royal 
troops, amounting to more than 100.v00 men, 
followed him in every directiov, and shut 
him up in this neighborhood —he has got clear 
by terrible and daily fights, aud we have ac- 
counts to day of his beng in the Caroiina 
with a very courageous, though small body 
of troops, equal to what he took from hence ; 
ds many have joined him after the losses 
he must have experienced. 

‘- [have hardly any time tosay more, as 
the master of the brig Prudent is now gving 
on board. We are anxiously wailing the 
end of the present contest. Inthe mean time 
trade, tranquillity and confidence haye fled 
av 1y.”” 

A paper of the same date, handed to the 
Captain of the Prudent, just betore he sailed, 
by the American Consul, mentions that news 
had just been received that Riego had bea- 
ten the French in the streets of Jaen, leav- 
ing 700 of the:n dead on the field, and that 
he was marching to Madnd, expecting to 
join the Empecinado, and it was supposed 
jie was at that time within a few leagues of 
that city. Rrego is no doubt an active ofh- 
cer, but we have yet seen no evidence of so 
geacral a disposifieo on the part of the Span 
ish people to co-operate with him, as to lead 
us to expect that this movement of his will 
be productive of any very important resuits. 
It appears from the letfer above quoted that 
heis pursued by a superior force, and al- 
though he may baffle their efforts to capture 
or subdue him, he is too weak to endaoger 
the security of the invading army

‘THOUGHTS ON MASONRY. 

We may, without fear of contradiction, 
assume it as a position, that there is no insti- 
stitution( Christian Religion excepted )in exis- 
tence, or that ever did exist, better calculated 
to promote the peace, harmony and happiness 
of mankind, than the Masonic. There is none 
more universal~Her boundaries are unlimited

love. She is courted by the king and the 
peasant, who by her, are placed upon a /eve/ ; 
ruled and encompassed within the same square, 
and cheerfully worshipat the same al- 
tar. Religion with her, goes hand in hand 
—they are twin sisters, and a genuine good 
‘Mason is an honor andan ornament to the 
Church and to society generally. But this an- 
cient institution, like allethers, has her de- 
generate sons and her hypocrites.—The 
Church is not exempt from thesé, nor did 
there ever exist a society that was. Mason- 
ry, from its antiquity, must necessarily have 
more of this description than sotieties of 
modern times. Though this be the case, we 
are strongly impressed with the belief that 
there never wasa Mason, however depra- 
ved, who totally lost sight of his duty to a 
Brother. Instance arecent case with the pi- 
rates—the Captain of a vessel had his life 
spared in consequence of being a Mason, 
while his whole crew were inhumatly put 
todeath! We have known other initances 
of asimilar nature. But the institution re- 
quires not an advocate ; it has stood for more 
than 5000 years on its own merits, and will 
continue tothrive till the earth shall cease 
to revolve. 
We give below, some extracts from an- 
cient records on the state of Masonry from 
the Creation to the Flood, and we are confi- 
dent every Brother will consider his time 
well spent in the perusal of them, for whom 
they are particularly intended ; and they 
will, we trust, be found interesting to all our 
readers. ;

FIRST METHODISTS. 
The founder of Methodism was tke Rev, 
John Wesley. He entered a student in the 
University at Oxford, in 1720, being then in 
his 17th year. While there, he became very 
thoughtful and pious. His example and ad- 
vice, under God, induced his brother Charles, 
who was alse at College, to become pious. — 
They gave great attention to reading books 
_ of devotion, prayed much and fervently, and 
received the Lord’s Supper every week.— 
Others imbibed the same spirit, and assecia- 
ted with them. for the purposes of piety.— 
They were first called, by their fellow-stu- 
dents, Sacramentarians, then The Godly 
Club ; and finally Methodists, on account of 
their time and employments being regulated 
by certain rules. And as the disciples of 
Christ were first called Christiaus in Antioch, 
so John Wesley and his followers were first 
called Methodists at the University of Ox.
